The Rowell Covered Bridge 


The covered bridge in West Hopkinton is known as the Rowell 
Covered Bridge. The name derived from a large farm which was located 
in the area of the bridge established by Abraham Rowell circa 1790. 
The bridge was built in 1853 and is 167’ long and 16’ wide. The trusses 
used were designed by Stephen Long, and the arches are referred to as 
Burr Arches. Both of these features have given it a unique design, 
and a long life.

For almost a century, Rachael Johnson lived and loved life in our town:

After graduation, she taught two years at 
Acadia University in Nova Scotia, but then returned to Hopkinton where she was 
active in the St. Andrew’s Church as organist and director of music. She par- 
ticipated in many musical events, not only in Hopkinton but in Concord, and 
taught piano for many years. For over 30 years she was the librarian at the 
Hopkinton Village Library and curator for the New Hampshire Antiquarian 
Society. Throughout the years she took a vital interest in nature and helped to 
conserve and protect the environment. She served on many town and civic com- 
mittees, but probably her favorite was the one which oversaw the handling of 
the funds providing for the establishment of the Samuel Chase wildlife sanctuary 
in Hopkinton, and in her later years she gave the town 93 acres of land from 
her own historic Hawthorne farm as a perpetual wildlife preserve. However, 
she will be best remembered for her dedication to safeguarding the priceless 
town memorabilia and the valuable artifacts at the Long Memorial Building. 
Rachael has a unique place in Hopkinton’s history because she gave of herself 
daily, in promoting and preserving our heritage. She loved her profession, her 
church, her town and her friends. And we all loved her!

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen devoted a great deal of time over the past year to 
the revaluation of all the property in town. The State of New Hampshire, De- 
partment of Revenue Administration, completed the revaluation in April and 
meetings were held with individual property owners in June to correct any 
inaccuracies. During December, the Board of Selectmen, through the abatement 
process, dealt with any inconsistencies that still existed. All in all, the Board 
was pleased with the process, and we believe property in town is now more 
fairly valued. 


In addition to the revaluation, the town successfully implemented our own 
tax billing system to replace the service Concord Group used to supply the 
town. In 1992, semi-annual tax billing will be started which will save the town 
money and hopefully ease the burden on some residents in paying their taxes. 


The transformation of our landfill operation to a transfer station and re- 
cycling center continued in 1991. Voluntary recycling increased, which saved 
the town money in addition to the environmental benefits. In 1992, the en- 
gineering designs for the closure of the landfill will begin. If all goes as planned, 
we will be asking for the funds to complete the landfill closure at the March 
1993 Town Meeting. 


The new ambulance authorized for by the Town Meeting last year was re- 
ceived and is fully operational. With this new vehicle, the Fire Department 
continues to provide an exceptional service to the town and the Board appreci- 
ates the dedication of members of the ambulance crew. 


Our Public Works Department completed major roadway improvements 
on Pine Street and Hatfield Road. In addition the new structure on Broad Cove 
Road at Dolf Brook was completed, as well as portions of Pine Street, Sugar 
Hill Road and Hatfield Road were paved under the pavement program. This year 
we are proposing a warrant article to reconstruct the portion of Briar Hill Road 
from Rollins Road to Route 103. Because it is one of the town’s most heavily 
travelled roads and is in poor condition, the Road Committee in its 1987 High- 
way Study recommended this section of roadway as its number one priority 
for reconstruction. 


The long term needs of town facilities remains a concern of the Board of 
Selectmen. Because of the current economic downturn we are not proposing 
any plans this year. However, at some point in time the town must address the 
issues of the library, police station, tax collector/town clerk offices and com- 
munity center facilities. We will continue to study these issues in the years 
ahead and any thoughts or ideas on these issues would be welcomed by the 
Board. 


Of all the issues the Board addresses throughout the year, the most difficult 


one is the inability of some of our residents to pay their taxes. This has been 
especially true over the past year because of the present economy. In recogni- 
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tion of this problem, this year we are proposing a budget which will have no or 
very little rise in the town portion of the tax rate in an attempt to minimize the 
tax burden. Minimizing taxes while providing essential services will remain the 
Board’s number one priority. 


The job of being a Selectman in the town of Hopkinton is made easier 
because of the ability, professionalism and dedication of our town employees, 
boards and commissions. The town is truly indebted to their service and thank 
all involved for a job well done.

An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting 
the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation.

As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred 
to above do not include the General Fixed Asset Account Group, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Asset Account Group is 
not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Account 
Group results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above para- 
graph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, 
in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Hopkinton as of 
December 31, 1990, and the results of its operations (and cash flows of non- 
expendable trust funds) for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining and indi- 
vidual fund financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of each of the individual funds of the Town as 
of December 31, 1990, and the results of operations of such funds for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

According to State Law, Town borrowing (exclusive of those exceptions 
allowed under the provision of the Municipal Finance Act) may not exceed one 
and seventy-five hundredths percent (1.75%) of the valuation of property 
based upon the applicable last locally assessed valuation of the municipality 
as equalized by the Commissioner of Revenue Administration. At December 31, 
1990, the Town of Hopkinton is using an equalized value of $372,507,050 
and a legal debt margin of $6,518,873.

BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1991 was a successful year for the HFD. We actually had few problems 
other than those that come with 11 pieces of apparatus and 40 people. We were 
able to keep within the budget as proposed and are in good shape going into 
a2. 


The maintenance program that was started 2 years ago is very successful. 
All equipment is in good working order. If we are able to continue this program 
and keep the budget for maintenance and repairs, this success will continue. 
Much of this program is set up to comply with NFPA standards. We are also 
continuing to update and replace when necessary all personnel equipment. 
Many of the purchases come from recommendation of company officers and the 
safety committee. 


Training is also a major concern. The NFPA and National Registry require 
that we do continuing education. The concern is over the “burn out”’ of person- 
nel. We are careful not to overload people, but also give them the proper train- 
ing for requirements and safety. 


There are many other committees that work continuously for the depart- 
ment. The goal is to have every member involved in some project to make them 
feel more of a part of the department. Some of these committees are safety, 
hazardous materials, special events, new truck, scholarship, and training. 


The new ambulance is a wonderful asset. It has given us no problems and is 
liked by those who use it. This replacement allows us to have two first rate 
ambulances in service at this time. This should also allow us to get back on the 
6-7 year cycle for purchasing. A breakdown of ambulance runs is attached to 
this report. 


Building and grounds are in good shape. We have done some landscaping 
around both stations and painted the trim on the Hopkinton station. New signs 
have been installed on both stations and all firefighters are very proud of build- 
ing and grounds appearance. They should be commended for all the time they 
spend making town property look nice. 


1991 was also a year that I worked very hard trying to get the 3 organiza- 
tions involved in life safety together. The ambulance and rescue personnel have 
been invited to our meetings and functions in an effort to eliminate any old 
hostilities. This is working now and will only improve with time. 


Also, attached is a copy of the printout of calls I received from the Capital 
Area Dispatch. I think you will find the comparisons interesting. 


It was a pleasure for me to work with you in 1991. 1992 should be equally 
as enjoyable and hopefully as successful. Thank you for your support.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


After the past 2 seasons of practically no activity, we finished this one 
with 15 outside fires. 


6 brush fires 

5 illegal brush piles 

3 grass fires 

1 brush pile out of control 


One of the illegal brush piles was started during a 40 mph wind storm and 
came ever so close to igniting the owners house. 


One of the brush fires was on the island on lake Jo Sylvia burning nearly 2 
feet into the ground, and was started from an illegal camp fire from the night 
before. The three young fellows said they did not think that anyone owned the 
island, which points out the fact that every square inch of land is owned by 
someone and written permission must be secured from the landowner and also 
a fire permit before lighting a campfire on private land. 


One brush fire started when an old PSNH pole rotted off and let a high 
voltage line down. 


Two brush fires, I am sorry to say, were deliberately set and the perpe- 
trator was apprehended. 


The installation of the Smokey Bear sign at the Contoocook station has 
been favorably received and I personally believe it had a positive effect during 
the July dry spell as request for permits were nill and they fluctuated all summer 
with the class of day shown. The NH Forest Protection Service receives rainfall, 
wind velocity, amount of sunshine, etc. from the lookout towers and other 
sources every morning and after digesting it, come up with a burning index for 
the day which they broadcast about 11:30 am. The fire alarm networks then 
relay the information to the fire departments. After a 1 inch rainstorm I was 
asked why the index fell only to high from very high. It was because the ground 
was still dry down about 15 inches. 


Burning permits may be secured from the full-time personnel at the Con- 
toocook Station and from Deputies Jerry Flanders, Kearsarge Avenue, John 
Pianka, Pinewood Drive, Peter Russell, Maple St., Robert White, Duston Rd., 
Richard Gourley, Hopkinton Rd. and myself, Leslie Townes, Spring St. 


Remember anytime there is no snow cover written permits must be ob- 
tained with burning only between 5 pm and 9 am unless it is raining. With ade- 
quate snow cover only a verbal permit is needed and one may burn anytime. 
Notice of all permits are given to fire alarm dispatch so when someone reports 
smoke behind your barn we have a handle on it. 
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My deputies and I participated in class A foam training for forest fires 
which also is applicable on structures. Soon after we were fortunate to secure 
the same training for the rest of the department right here at our own quarters.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire 
Service as well as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of 
fires. Our three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and 
smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned approximately 
150 acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these 
fires. Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by 
citizens, our fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained 
local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens that are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, 
working with other fire department members under the direction of the N.H. 
Forest Fire Service to make sure that all fire department members are properly 
trained and equipped for suppressing wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and 
Deputy Wardens receive specialized training each year, presented by the N.H. 
Forest Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest fire laws 
up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for 
issuing burning permits for any open burning that is to be done in their com- 
munity. In New Hampshire, any open burning, except when the ground is 
completely covered with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting 
the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended that you contact 
your local fire department to see if a permit is required and to save your com- 
munity the cost of sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating 
the permit law (RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire per- 
mit before kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day 
to burn and help keep New Hampshire green!

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HOPKINTON TOWN LIBRARIES 


The very-pressing and ever-present need for more public library space is 
being addressed by the trustees who, anticipating one town library for Hop- 
kinton, have commissioned an architect to plan toward this goal. As voted at 
town meeting, the board of trustees has been expanded from three to five 
members in order to better cope with future projects. 


The trustees of the Hopkinton Public Library Foundation, a legal entity 
organized to ‘seek and receive gifts and bequests of businesses and individuals 
who share the belief that the libraries are a vital part of the community’ con- 
tinue to solicit support and donations to accomplish their goal and further their 
philosophy. 


Our children’s room remains a first introduction to library services for the 
children of both pre-schools in town and the day-care centers, while our Friday 
morning story time is a popular outing for all youngsters from toddlerhood to 
kindergarten age. Our creative pre-school programming this year included, 
among other activities, an Easter egg hunt & puppet shows while all children 
were involved in the annual bookmark contest, skits and displays. The summer 
reading program for juveniles and the read-to-us club for young listeners ended 
with a Carolyn Parrott storytelling program at the Hopkinton Community Cen- 
ter. Expanded library space would enable programs such as this to be held in 
our own facilities. Teachers and aides from local schools attended an open house 
to assess resources available to them at the Hopkinton Town Libraries. 


A very active interlibrary loan program for adults is in operation whereby 
books and materials are borrowed for local patrons and in turn our materials 
are loaned to other libraries for their readers. 


The librarians extend thanks to everyone who donated items, mostly 
books and magazines, to the libraries this past year. The most visible gift is the 
memorial flag and pole, lighted at night, erected in front of Bates Library. 
Great appreciation is extended to the many volunteers who gave so freely of 
their time and skills; and to the Friends of the Libraries who gave ongoing 
support in so many ways including sponsoring a used-book sale.

HOPKINTON/WEBSTER LANDFILL COMMITTEE 


The Hopkinton/Webster Landfill transferred over 3,000 tons of trash to 
the regional incinerator in Penacook during 1991. The recycling program 
processed and marketed approximately 300 tons of sorted materials. This pro- 
gram, while making environmental sense, has generated revenue and reduced 
incinerator tipping fees. Several thousand cubic yards of community waste was 
landfilled, over a hundred tons of metal marketed, leaf and yard waste com- 
posted for the first time and all brush brought to the facility was burned. 


The recycling center was expanded to include a separated glass program. 
Large glass bins and a loading dock were constructed with the help of a state 
grant. Several other improvements were made at the facility such as fencing, 
clean-up, seeding, and drainage. 


The Landfill Committee, which includes residents from both communities, 
has been active in reviewing policies, evaluating facility planning, and developing 
recommendations. The committee has discussed policies on disposal fees, septage 
disposal, vehicle stickers, guaranteed annual tonnage, and a number of other 
pertinent issues. 


The Recycling Committee concentrated on expanding the recycling program 
and encouraging private curbside pickup in 1991. A state grant was applied for 
and received to start separating and marketing glass. Private trash collectors also 
began offering curbside pickup of recyclables in the fall of 1991 with the sup- 
port of the committee. The Recycling Committee is currently developing promo- 
tional efforts for 1992 to increase the success of the recycling program.

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PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


Throughout 1991 the activities of the Parks and Recreation Committee 
have been focused on the development and improved maintenance of the recrea- 
tional facilities for the town. 


The reconstruction of the women’s softball field at George Park was com- 
pleted in the fall. As was the case when the soccer field was redone several years 
ago, the new softball field cannot be used for the first year. This time without 
use is necessary to allow the turf to mature completely. The field will be avail- 
able for use starting with the 1993 playing season. The irrigation system, which 
had been extended to the new field, continues to keep all playing fields in good 
condition throughout the playing months. 


The running track at the Park has been getting increased use by physical 
education classes, track teams, and town residents. In addition, we are seeing 
more teams’ warm-up and workout routines taking advantage of the availability 
of the track. New basketball hoops will be installed at the court in the spring. 


Ice skating at Kimball Lake grows more popular every year. This year the 
skating area has been enlarged with additional lighting installed. Thank you to 
Derek Owen and his crew for their diligence in maintaining the ice. The large 
cabin continues to be available for group functions or meetings. One of the 
smaller cabins is presently used by the 4H. Improvements were made this fall 
to the cross country ski trail at the lake. Kimball Lake was the host again this 
year for Sue Pisinski’s successful Sth grade science field day and for the Hop- 
kinton Community Center Winter Carnival ice skating events. 


During June, July and August the Kimball Pond swimming area provides 
supervised swimming. Lessons will be available again next year, dates and hours 
to be posted at the beginning of the season. 


Thanks to all who have offered support this past year, and we encourage 
all to make use of and enjoy the recreation facilities and activities the Town 
provides.

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HOPKINTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1991 found the Conservation Commission busy with many monitoring 
duties. The Commission gave recommendations to the Selectmen regarding the 
new culvert work on Broad Cove Road at Dolf Brook. Information was also 
gathered for a land swap at Drew Lake for a discontinued section of Back Road. 
The Commission was asked by the Selectmen to review a number of current 
use applications. These required site visits as well as checking on logging opera- 
tions, wetland violations and conservation easements. Members attended meet- 
ings regarding the Contoocook River corridor and town planning board hearings. 
We seem to have been in continuous correspondence with the state Wetlands 
Board regarding one issue or another. 


We again had the pleasure of sponsoring two Hopkinton youths at New 
Hampshire Conservation Camps. With Conservation Commission support, 
Liane Frost and Mark Stevens were able to attend. These camps are operated 
by the Society for the Protection of NH Forests and run for one week in early 
summer. Eighth grade students should contact a member of the Conservation 
Commission if they are interested in attending. 


We held our second annual Arbor Day at the Contoocook Fire Station in 
late April, attended by over 75 residents. We extend our thanks to Rick Rideout 
of Three Seasons Landscaping for his generous donation of men, equipment 
and expertise in planting a lovely young red maple tree on the south lawn of 
the fire house lot. We also purchased fifty sugar maple seedlings for distribution 
to residents, who planted them in their yards. Miss Rachel Johnson was able 
to attend and receive a commemorative plaque for her donation of land through 
the Land Conservation Investment Program for the Hawthorne Hill Forest. 


To our sorrow, Rachel passed away in late December. Her interest and sup- 
port will be missed. 


Final arrangements were also made in the establishment of the John Brock- 
way Nature Preserve along the east side of Farrington Corner Road. Acquisi- 
tion of this land was also made possible by the generosity of Mrs. Dorothy 
Osborne and LCIP funds. 


The Conservation Commission and the Selectmen worked with Mr. St. Jean 
in obtaining a wetland portion of his development near Farrington Corners 
deeded to the state’s Page’s Corner State Forest. 


Presently the Commission is working on a goal list for 1992. Our meetings 
are generally the first Tuesday of the month and open to all. Please feel free to 
contact us anytime.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


January, February and March produced a few freezing rain and ice storms 
but very few heavy snowstorms. In December, we were hit with several small 
storms. The cost of these is about the same as a 6 or 8 inch snowstorm. It takes 
the same amount of sand and salt to treat the roads. 


In the spring, summer and fall, the department completed several road and 
drainage improvement projects. Approximately 1,500 feet of Pine Street was 
reconstructed, which improved a bad corner and intersection. Also, 1,800 
feet of Hatfield Road was reconstructed that was in terrible condition. On 
Patch Road, we ditched about 2,000 feet that has washed out several times in 
heavy rain storms over the years. On several roads, the department dug out 
rocks that the frost had pushed up and a lot of ditches were constructed. 


The department shimmed and overlayed 2.8 miles of road, including: 


Dustin Road: 1.3 miles 
Sugar Hill Road: .85 miles 
Hatfield Road: .42 miles 
Pine Street: .28 miles 


Hopefully, the town will continue with this program. Over the last five 
years many roads have been overlayed, not only does this improve the riding 
surface but it also makes winter and summer maintenance less costly. 


There are several roads that are beyond just shim and paving and need 
reconstructing. Until the funds are available, all we can do is patch and try to 
make them passable. 


I don’t believe most residents of the town realize there are 109 different 
roads in Hopkinton, 73 paved and 36 gravel. The task of winter and summer 
maintenance, along with the maintenance of equipment, the purchase of ma- 
terials such as cold patch, culverts, winter sand crushed gravel, signs, road 
striping, fuel, insurance and payroll leaves little money for construction work 
out of the town’s general highway budget. 


The only money that goes exclusively for reconstruction is the funds the 
state provides or money the town appropriates for special highway projects. 


I would like to thank all of the town employees and officials along with 
the residents for their support and cooperation during 1991.

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TOWN POLICY FOR WINTER MAINTENANCE 


1. SNOW PLOWING: The Town vehicles begin plowing when the snow has 
accumulated 2 to 3 inches. After roads are clear, sanding and salting will begin. 


2. WINTER FREEZING RAIN STORM: It is important to note that salt or 
sand is wasted if applied before rain stops. There is nothing the highway depart- 
ment can do during a freezing rainstorm. However, as soon as the rain stops, 
salt and sand will be applied to the roads. 


3. CLEAN ROAD POLICY: The Town of Hopkinton, like most communities 
and cities, does not have a clean road policy. In other words, all roads and 
streets will not be kept completely clear of snow and, therefore, only caution 
can be advised for winter driving. Salt will be applied to all tar roads. However, 
where the shaded areas are found, there will be some snow or ice spots. The 
amount of salt is limited and will be used sparingly. Dirt roads will be sanded, 
but a buildup of ice cannot be helped, so re-sanding is necessary; but with ice 
under the sand, it still makes instant stops impossible. 


4. PLOW ROUTES: Each plow route is approximately 15 miles long and 
takes 3 to 4 hours to cover. So, if plowing is started with two inches of snow, 
by the time the vehicle finishes the route 3 or 4 hours later, there could be up 
to 6 inches of snow on the first part of his route. Therefore, during a heavy 
snowstorm, at times, there will be snow on the roads. 


PUBLIC WELFARE — 1991 


The increased activity in Public Welfare requests reflected the unstable 
economy of 1991. 


The Town received a minimum of forty-eight different families requesting 
assistance. The Town assisted thirty-three families; a total of one hundred fif- 
teen persons. Some of the families applied for assistance on numerous occa- 
sions; each request was considered and acted upon accordingly. Other families 
only needed assistance on a one time basis. Many referrals were made to other 
agencies and services. 


Our own Hopkinton Food Pantry has been a vital resource for our families 
in need. 


The following is a breakdown of the 1991 expenditures:

In addition, through the organization of this office and generous contribu- 
tions from the community, fifteen families were provided Holiday Food Baskets 
and eight families were provided gifts for their children.

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ROAD COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Road Committee continues to meet monthly on the second Tuesday 
of the month at 7:00 p.m. in the Town Garage Meeting Room. The general 
public is welcome to attend these meetings. 


During the past year, the committee reviewed every application before the 
Planning Board and provided our recommendations to the Planning Board on 
each application which affected town roads or had site conditions requiring an 
engineering review. With the support of the Planning Board we have been able to 
get developers whose projects impact town roads to contribute to their im- 
provement in direct relationship to the developers impact. Contributions have 
or will be made for Broad Cove Road, South Road and Gage Hill Road. 


Although the town has made significant improvements to the 78 mile town 
road system, since our report in 1987 on roadway conditions and upgrade 
recommendations more needs to be done. In 1992, we plan to update the 
previous study and provide revised recommendations. 


In the five years since our report, the town has been able to reconstruct 
and/or resurface approximately 18 miles of the 53 miles of paved roads in town. 
At this rate, it will take about ten more years to complete all paved roads once. 
Because most roads should be resurfaced every seven or eight years, the pro- 
gram would have to be doubled to reach this goal. 


The policy of the town has been to address paved roads while maintaining 
the gravel roads at their correct standard. As traffic increases on the 25 miles 
of gravel roads, at some point the town will need to formulate and fund a 
program to address this need. 


The Road Committee strongly supports the warrant articles this year to 
continue the paving program and to reconstruct Briar Hill Road. We urge your 
support at the Town Meeting. 


For sometime now the Road Committee has had a vacancy in its member- 
ship. If you would be interested in serving, particularly if you have a highway 
engineering background, please contact the Board of Selectmen.

Mr. Prewitt explained that the Town employees received a 4% increase in 
salary and that the employee medical insurance program has been modified to 
reflect a $5,000 savings over last year. 


Mr. Prewitt explained the Town anticipated an increase in the Town’s share 
of the retirement cost of $8,400. The N.H. Retirement System has decided 
against this increase and because of this the budget should be amended to reflect 
a decrease of $10,182. Also, the expenditures have increased by $7,000 over last 
year and the revenues have decreased by $5,200 due to the fact that motor 
vehicle registrations are down. Mr. Prewitt offered to amend the total operating 
budget from $2 223 540 to $2,213 358, seconded by Toni Gray. 


Thomas Johnson, Jr. offered an amendment to the amendment to increase 
the Town Clerk’s budget from $63,869 to $65,345, seconded by Bob McKeen. 
Mr. Johnson explained that the increase would be used to begin the restoration 
process of Town records before our Town loses an important part of its past. 


All were in favor of adopting Mr. Prewitt’s motion to amend the Total 
Operating Budget to $2 213 358. 


All were in favor of adopting Mr. Johnson’s amendment to the amendment 
making the Total Operating Budget $2 214,834 which reflects the money to be 
spent on restoring the Town’s records. 


Article 4 as amended was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5: The following resolution was offered by Richard Schaefer and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Al Gibbs. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 as a contingency fund. 


No discussion. 
Article 5 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6: The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Helen Hunt and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $36,000 for the purpose of 
property assessment revaluation. 


No discussion. 
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Article 6 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Richard Gourley 
and moved its adoption, seconded by Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 for fireworks at Elm 
Brook Park for the 3rd of July. 


No discussion. 
Article 7 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: The following resolution was offered by William Milne and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Thomas Johnson, Jr. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $91,133 for New Construction 
of Highways. (The State will contribute the entire amount.) 


Mr. Bob McKeen asked where the new construction would take place. 
Selectman Bob Greer responded by designating Pine Street and Clement Hill 
Road as areas where the money will be used. 


Mr. McKeen asked if it would cost the entire amount of $91,133 to do that 
work. Selectman Greer said that he wasn’t sure but if there is any money left 
over, it would be used to make small improvements on other roads in Town. 


Mr. George Camp asked if the money is guaranteed from the State. Select- 
man Greer felt confident that the Town would receive the money. 


No further discussion. 
Article 8 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: The following resolution was offered by Robert McKeen and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $75,000 for paving of Town 
roads. 


Mr. Robert McKeen asked why the figure of $75 000 has remained the same 
over the past few years. He stated that Straw Road has not been paved in fifteen 
years. 


Selectman Greer stated that unlike last year, the price of asphalt has in- 
creased slightly per ton. Greer agreed that the Town has to spend more money 
on road improvements and this was presented to the voters at two previous town 
meetings and voted down. The Selectmen felt that because of the economy 
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and taxes this was not the year to ask the Town for more money. 
No further discussion. 
Article 9 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 10: The following resolution was offered by Mr. George Camp and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $23,000 for the purpose of 
hiring an architect to develop preliminary studies for a new Town library and 
authorize the withdrawal of all principal and interest (approximately $23,000) 
from the Capital Reserve Fund created for that purpose. 


Mr. Jack Porter asked what the Town would be receiving for the $23,000. 
Selectman Toni Gray yielded to Mr. Bernard Davis. Mr. Davis explained that a 
lesser figure over last year’s proposal of $78,000 for architect fees, could be 
used and the capital reserve fund could be utilized. 


Mr. Boyd Lofton asked if this article was recommended by the Budget 
Committee and he asked for clarification regarding the amount to be used from 
the Capital Reserve. 


Selectman Jack Prewitt replied that the article was recommended by the 
Budget Committee and the library trustees are requesting to take $23,000 out 
of the capital reserve. 


Mr. Ted Noon asked where the new library would be sited. Selectman 
Prewitt replied that a new site has been chosen over last year but discussions 
regarding that subject are still going on. 


No further discussion. 
Article 10 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 11: The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Janet Krzyzaniak 
and moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $60,000 to purchase a new 
ambulance for the Fire Department and authorize the withdrawal of all prin- 
cipal and interest (approximately $750) from the capital reserve fund created 


for that purpose. The balance of $59,250 to be raised by taxation in the current 
year. 


Mr. George Camp asked why the Town needs a new ambulance. Ms. Gray 
replied that the present ambulance is not road worthy or inspectable. It will 
require spending several thousand dollars to get it on the road and the Select- 
men do not feel it is worth it. 
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Mr. Camp asked if it is the 1979 ambulance. Selectman Gray replied that it 
is 12 years old and is gas operated. 


Mr. William Feller asked how many ambulances the Town currently has. 
Ms. Gray replied two. 


No further discussion. 
Article 11 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 12: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Bernard Davis and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Jack Prewitt. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,500 to purchase a new 
computer, to include the software programming, for the Tax Collector’s and 
Assessor’s Office. 


Selectman Jack Prewitt stated that Concord Group will not be able to 
process our tax bills any longer. The Town is now responsible for doing their 
own. This will be a good measure because it will enable the tax collector to up- 
date her tax records more efficiently. 


Mr. Richard Drescher asked if Article 12 will effect Article 13. Mr. Prewitt 
replied yes. 


Ms. Nancy Pinkham asked how much it has cost the Town to have Concord 
Group do the tax bills. Selectman Prewitt replied it cost $2,000. He noted that 
by adopting this measure the tax collector and assessor will be able to share 
information through a modem. 


Ms. Linda Leonard asked if there is any computer equipment used at this 
time in the tax collector’s office. Mr. Prewitt replied there is none used at this 
time. 


Mr. Edward Leadbeater cited page S-23 ‘‘possibility of shared services be- 
tween the Town of Hopkinton and the School District’. He asked if this pro- 
posal will fit with Article 12. Selectman Prewitt replied yes and that the Select- 
men have met with the School Board on this issue. Investigations are going on 
to share software and it is possible this software will do the voters checklist as 


well. 


No further discussion. 
Article 12 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 13: The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Melinda Payson 
and moved its adoption, seconded by Mr. Jack Prewitt. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 76:15-A relating to the semi-annual 
collection of property taxes, beginning in 1992. 
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Selectman Prewitt stated that they would like to start the six-month billing 
in 1991 but the Town is currently going through re-valuation. The proposed 
system will begin in June of 1992 and will be based on half of 1991’s bill, that 
will go out in November. Mr. Prewitt felt that this measure is extremely im- 
portant to taxpayers. He further explained that the Town has to borrow money 
to run the Town and the Schools and the semi-annual collections should make a 
difference in the amount borrowed. 


Mr. Arnold Coda supports Article 13 and urged voters to pass it. 


Mr. Jack Porter raised a question of interest regarding the elderly people 
in our town and the penalties they would receive from not being able to pay 
at an earlier date. 


Mr. Steven Adams asked if it has been considered changing the tax bill 
dates to March and September. Mr. Prewitt explained that the dates are set by 
State statute. 


Mr. Richard Gourley asked if the Town is able to borrow money at a lower 
rate and noted that he agreed with Mr. Porter’s statements. Selectman Prewitt 
stated that taxes are levied in Town to pay for a particular year because the 
Town needs the dollars to operate the Town budget and the Schools. 


Mr. Jeff Donohoe asked if there are any provisions for limiting the amount 
of tax anticipation notes to half of what it is currently. Selectman Prewitt 
supposed that we could do that but not this year as we are not doing semi- 
annual collection in the 1991 fiscal year. 


Mr. Richard Kennedy stated that it is his understanding that the Town can 
borrow money at the tax exempt rate, suggested it be deposited into a certificate 
of deposit and make money on it. He further stated that the treasury depart- 
ment may not like the move but the elderly would not be burdened with 
penalties. 


No further discussion. 
Article 13 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Richard Drescher 
and moved its adoption, seconded by Ms. Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for the Community 
Center. 


No discussion. 


Article 14 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 15: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Les Townes and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
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Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 to purchase and install 
new fire doors and necessary renovations for the Community Center in order 
to be in compliance with New Hampshire Fire and Life Safety Codes. 


No discussion. 


Article 15 adopted in the affirmative. 


The Moderator recognized Selectman Jack Prewitt for making a presenta- 
tion. He stated that Mrs. Barbara McCabe who has been the Overseer of Public 
Welfare for twenty-four years will be resigning from her position. 


He stated that she has handled extremely difficult situations over the years 
and on behalf of the Town of Hopkinton thanked her for her service. Mrs. 
McCabe was awarded a plaque which was inscribed with the following words: 


From the governing body of Hopkinton, New Hamp- 
shire, certificate of appreciation presented to Barbara McCabe 
for twenty-four years of devoted service to the Town of Hop- 
kinton as the Overseer of Public Welfare. During her tenure of 
Overseer, Barbara assisted countless residents who were in 
need of temporary assistance. Barbara’s compassion for all 
was an inspiration to the entire community. She dedicated 
herself to assist with what means were available but also to 
insure there was enough for all throughout the year. The 
service of residents like Barbara McCabe make Hopkinton a 
Town in which we can be proud to live. Essentially a volun- 
teer, Barbara and many others like her do what needs to be 
done and ask nothing in return. From the entire Town, Thank 
you Barbara for your years of service and for a job well done. 


ARTICLE 16: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Edward Lead- 
beater and moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman 
Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 to make additions to 
the Recycling Center at the Landfill. The sum of $12,500 will be contributed 
by the State of New Hampshire and the sum of $2,500 will be contributed by 
the Town of Webster. The balance of the appropriate $10,000 to be raised by 
taxation within the current year. The expenditure of this appropriation is 
contingent upon the Hopkinton/Webster solid waste district receiving grant 
approval from the State of New Hampshire and the Town of Webster raising 
their $2,500. 


Mr. Edward Leadbeater stated that due to the 1990 census and Webster’s 
growth, exceeding that of Hopkinton, he suggested we investigate increasing 
Webster’s share of the cost of the Landfill. 


Selectman Prewitt replied that there is an 80/20 ratio between Hopkinton 
and Webster, but noted the Selectmen will look into changing the ratio based 
on the census report. He further noted that Webster has been very good to 


work with. 
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Kevin Boehm asked what the $25,000 is for. Mr. Prewitt replied that more 
room is needed at the Recycling Center, the grants for the recycling project will 
allow us to create more room to store bails with fewer trips to Paper Tech. 


Derek Owen asked if the State does not come through with the grant what 
will happen. Selectman Prewitt replied that they will not raise the money in 
taxes. 


No further discussion. 
Article 16 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 17: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Derek Owen and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Mr. Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened to see if 
the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Highway Road Grader and to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $25,000 to be placed in this fund. 


No discussion. 
Article 17 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 18: The following resolution was offered by Mary Adams and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, that the 
Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 in the interest of public 
health and safety to provide winter plowing and sanding on the following 
private roads during the winter of 1991: Christmas Tree Shores Road — 1,500 
feet; Ridge Lane — 900 feet; Rolfe Pond Drive — 2,000 feet (ending at James 
Schoch, Sr. residence); and Rolfe Pond Drive — 700 feet (ending at David 
Packard’s residence). 


This action shall in no way be interpreted as changing the status of these 
roads from private to public roads. It is the general policy of the Town that no 
work will be done on any other private Class VI highway. 


Derek Owen asked why the Town is taking responsibility for these private 
roads. Selectman Robert Greer replied that these roads have been plowed and 
sanded for many years. It came to the Selectmen’s attention that they did not 
have to plow and sand these roads but rather than stop it was put to the voters. 


Derek Owen asked how many people use the roads and could they pay for 
the plowing and sanding. Selectman Greer replied that is a possibility but the 
Town is not in the business of collecting funds to plow private roads. 


Edward Leadbeater asked if the people who own property on the roads in 
question are being assessed for frontage on a town road. Selectman Greer replied 
that taxation is based on fair market value. If a home were not on a town road 
it would be assessed for less. 
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Jack Donnelly stated that he did not agree with Selectman Greer because 
the last time an assessment was done in this town, they put a dollar figure on 
frontage even though it was a private road and it matched that exactly of any 
paved town road. He did not feel this is the place to save money as the people 
on these private roads pay their share of the taxes. 


No further discussion. 
Article 18 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 19: The following resolution was offered by Ronald Klemarcyzk 
and moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Robert Greer. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to amend Article VIII Section 10 of the Town of Hopkinton Sewer 
Ordinance as follows: (add) The Capital Recovery Fee schedule will provide for 
a 50% reduction in the fee for sewer service connections for a development that 
meets the definitions of Affordable Housing under Section XVI of the Town of 
Hopkinton Zoning Ordinance. 


Mr. George Camp asked for an explanation. Selectman Greer replied that 
new customers who want to add on to the present sewer system are charged a 
residential rate of $800 per bedroom. The intent of this is to repay the Town 
for the cost of constructing the sewer system. This article would reduce the 
charge by half to make affordable housing more affordable. 


Keith Wallace asked how do we know that the savings will be passed back 
to the buyers or renters of the affordable housing rather than to the developers. 
Selectman Greer replied there is no guarantee that it will be. 


The Moderator called for a division vote. 86 votes were cast in the affirma- 
tive and 81 were cast in opposition. 


No further discussion. 
Article 19 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 20: The following resolution was offered by Ms. Sue Perron and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to authorize the increase of the Library Board of Trustees from 3 
members to 5 members in accordance with RSA 202A:6. In 1991 the Select- 
men will appoint 2 new members for one year; in 1992, 2 members will be 
elected for 3 years and 1 member for 1 year. 


No discussion.

ARTICLE 21: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Gerald Adams and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Selectman Robert Greer. 
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Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the 
Town vote to accept the conveyance by Mr. Robert L. V. French to the Town 
of a 9.7 acre parcel of land on Old Bassett Mill Road, off of Sugar Hill Road 
and abutting land of the United States Government and the Elm Brook Marsh 
(Tax Map 231 Lot 8), in exchange for the discontinuance and forfeiture of all 
rights the Town may have for a portion of Back Road, so-called (a Class VI 
road closed subject to gates and bars), between Stumpfield Road and Old 
Holmes Road. 


Mr. Perry Hayden asked for an explanation of the article. Selectman Greer 
yielded to the question stating that Mr. French approached the Selectmen one 
year ago asking that Back Road, a class VI road be abandoned. The Selectmen 
denied his request. French came back to the Selectmen with the same request 
but this time offered 9.7 acres in return. This land would benefit the Town asa 
recreational area for future use.

Les Townes. 


Janet Krzyzaniak asked how will State aid being cut out effect our taxes 
in Town. Jack Prewitt stated that the Town of Hopkinton receives for both the 
Town and the school $180,000 from the $51 million dollars. Reflected in the 


Town tax rate is $64,000 and the balance of $120,000 is reflected in the school 
tax rate. 
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Ron Klemarcyzk stated that the Hopkinton Conservation Commission 
will be handling out trees to the first 50 people who attend the Arbor Day 
activities on April 27, 1991 at 10:00 a.m. at the Hopkinton Village Fire Station. 


Marshall Moyer, Sr. urged the Town to look into restoring all of the small 
dams with liability paid for by the State Water Resources Board. The Towns- 
people voted to look into this matter by the Selectmen and the Hopkinton 
Conservation Commission. 


Mr. Moyer also explained about the Kimball estate that was donated to the 
Town, included was Kimball Lake which was stocked with trout years ago and 
where fishing derbies used to be held. He asked that the Towns people look 
into organizing the fishing derbies for the young people of our Town. 


Mr. Moyer also urged the Townspeople to look into the matter of equal 
pay raises for all Town employees. 


Steve Adams asked if further study could be made on Article 18. 


Mr. Adams asked if there have been any studies to place a more permanent 
fountain structure in Contoocook Village and also are there any restorations 
planned for the covered bridge in Contoocook Village. Selectman Greer stated 
that the Bridge is now owned by the State’s Historic Preservation Commission. 
They will make minor changes to make it look better. 


Jeffrey Donohoe stated that he works with the Boy Scouts here in Town 
and one of the Scouts has contacted the State in regard to making the repairs 
and painting. The State has agreed to supply the materials and this should be 
done late Spring or early Fall. 


With no further business to be conducted, it was moved by Thomas John- 
son, Jr. and seconded by Toni Gray, that the meeting be adjourned. The 
Moderator declared the meeting be adjourned at 7:53 P.M.

The Hopkinton Wastewater Department, which provides service to the 
Contoocook Village area, has been in operation since 1985. The effluent dis- 
charge from the facility has consistently met the applicable EPA standards. 
There have been no modifications to the facility and no major repairs have 
been necessary. 


The wastewater plant was designed to accommodate the Contoocook 
Village area well into the future. The designed capacity of the plant is 120,000 
gallons per day. It presently treats approximately 50,000 gallons of wastewater 
per day. The facility’s efficient treatment system and adequate design will 
require no improvements in the foreseeable future. 


The Operation and Maintenance Committee, which consists of five Hop- 
kinton residents, oversees the facility and makes recommendations to the 
Selectmen. The Committee reviews the Department’s budget and operating 
procedures. The Committee has also been active in developing policies regarding 
service rates, connection charges, and billing practices. 


The Hopkinton Wastewater Department has provided an asset to the com- 
munity while keeping a low profile. The wastewater facility has been an en- 
vironmentally responsible answer to our wastewater disposal requirements.

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CONTOOCOOK VILLAGE PRECINCT 


In 1991 the Precinct replaced 7,000 feet of the old 8” water main with 
12” Cast Iron Pipe. This makes a total of 2% miles of new pipe installed in the 
past two years. These two projects have been paid for from Capital Reserve 
funds and taxes without borrowing money, thus saving interest, which in turn 
saves taxes. 


There has been much discussion by the Commissioners and several articles 
have appeared in the local newspapers regarding the EPA’s Clean Water Act of 
1986. Bear Pond is an open water supply and the Precinct is required by law to 
meet the 1993 treatment deadline. In 1990, 3 acres of land was purchased for 
the Water Treatment Plant site. 


This past year the Precinct, in conjunction with UNH, has been testing 
different types of water filters. We are now prepared to bring our request to the 
voters for a Bond issue to complete this project. 


The Precinct annual meeting will be held on March 17, 1992 at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Hopkinton High School Cafeteria.

To the School Board 
Hopkinton, New Hampshire School District 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Hopkinton, New Hampshire School District as of June 30, 1991, and for the 
year then ended.

generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general 
purpose financial statements taken as a whole. The combining financial state- 
ments listed as schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Hopkinton, New Hampshire School District. Such informa- 
tion has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the 
general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken 
as a whole.

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


The Hopkinton School Board is pleased to report that the 1990-91 school 
year was successfully completed, and that the current 1991-92 year is pro- 
ceeding well. 


FY91, which ended June 30, 1991, closed on a positive financial note, 
with $94,623 in unexpended funds being returned to the Town from the total 
appropriation of $5,745,993. This is welcome news in these difficult times. 


The School Board is aware of the economic stress under which we all, as 
taxpayers, find ourselves. We are working diligently to maintain and improve 
our educational system within the confines of what are clearly limited financial 
resources. The budget for the current year (1991-92) was extremely tight for 
that reason. The budget that is being prepared for 1992-93 is equally tight. 
The budget constraints with which we are faced have resulted in our examining 
every budget item from the standpoint of necessity. 


As a result of several years under this approach, there is no question that we 
have arrived at bare minimums in certain areas. Basic items such as text book 
and library purchases have been put off, repeatedly. Development of programs 
such as technology education have not moved forward. Much needed mainte- 
nance and improvement of buildings and grounds has been deferred in numerous 
instances. 


However, we as a community are fortunate to have an extremely dedicated 
and committed administration, faculty and staff, and they continue to do all 
that they can to provide the best education possible in the face of this eco- 
nomic adversity. 


As we move along through the current school year, the School Board is 
pleased with the progress that has been made in a number of areas. 


Pursuant to last year’s decision to withdraw from SAU 24 and establish 
our own School Administrative Unit, the School Board has been actively in- 
volved in that process. The primary step in the process was the selection of the 
superintendent. The search took place throughout the summer and fall of 1991. 
The School Board is pleased to report that in December the decision was made 
to elect Edward G. McHale, Jr. as Superintendent of Schools. Mr. McHale will 
begin his duties in July, 1992. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Schools (SAU 66) will be located in 
the Harold Martin School. In the coming months, the School Board will con- 
tinue to work, in conjunction with Mr. McHale, in the establishment and staffing 
of the office. 


The School Board firmly believes that significant benefits to our schools 
will result from the direct educational leadership and business management that 
will now be provided. 
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Another major initiative that has been underway this year is a thorough 
review of our science curriculum, from the elementary grades through the high 
school. The K-12 Science Continuum Task Force was formed, consisting of 
teachers, parents, community members, administrators and Board members. 
The objective of the Task Force is to review our science and technology curricu- 
lum, to ensure that our schools are effective in this critical area. 


Also, an Ad Hoc Committee was formed to review our past and present 
programs in the Unified Arts (Industrial Arts/Technology. Education, Home 
Economics). This committee will make recommendations to the School Board 
regarding proposed changes to bring these programs in line with today’s needs 
and capabilities. 


The School Board would also like to recognize and thank the Hopkinton 
PTO for their tremendous involvement and support in building new playgrounds 
at the Harold Martin School and the Maple Street School: This major project, 
which was completed this year, is a wonderful and much needed improvement to 
our schools. It was accomplished as a result of hard work by many volunteers. 
The PTO raised and donated $30,666 in contributions from our community for 
this effort. | 


In closing, the School Board thanks the entire Hopkinton Community for 
its support of our schools. We are all confronted, as a community, with the 
difficult challenge and responsibility of educating our children to the best of 
our ability, in the face of limited resources and a rapidly changing society. 
We are confident that this is a challenge that can be and will be met. 


The School Board also thanks our administrators and staff for their hard 
work and cooperation over the course of the past year. We especially recognize 
our teachers for the vital and valuable role they play in developing and bringing 
out the best in each and every one of our young people.

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HOPKINTON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PRINCIPALS’ ANNUAL REPORT — 1991 


Four years ago, members of the Hopkinton School Board selected the 
theme “New Beginnings” to represent the opening of the Harold Martin School 
addition and the employment of new administrators in each of the schools. 
This theme is again an appropriate one for our district. On July 1, 1992 the 
Hopkinton School District will form its own Supervisory Administrative Unit 
led by its own Superintendent. A goal for our new SAU is to increase continuity 
among the three schools in the district, Harold Martin grades K-3; Maple Street 
grades 4-6; Hopkinton Middle School grades 7-8 and the High School grades 
9-12. The connections which currently exist among our schools are strong and 
are reflected in this annual report for the 1991 calendar year. 


Academic Programs/Curriculum Development 


During 1991, the academic and curricular development emphasis at Harold 
Martin School was on greater communications among teachers at each grade 
level. This resulted in a new orientation program and reporting system for 
Kindergarten; a curricular overview for parents of first grade students; a new 
reading assessment program at grade two and new interdisciplinary studies of 
specific countries at grade three. Several of these initiatives resulted in better 
communications with parents about the curriculum and individual student 
achievement. Also, classroom teachers continued working with Ellen Tirone, 
the Elementary Librarian/Media specialist, on the development of curricular 
units in science, social studies and health. 


At Maple Street School, teacher-librarian collaboratives are well represented 
by Ellen Tirone’s and Pat Heinz’ participation in a statewide initiative, the 
development of a resource based unit project for HIV/AIDS education which 
has been field tested in fifth grade classrooms. Other efforts to build teams 
within grade levels and among grade levels include the formation of the pod 
system, begun in Grade 5 in 1990-91 and carried into Grade 6 in 1991-92. 
This has resulted in an effective vehicle for teaming between content area 
partners from each pod and the two teachers working together within the pod. 


Efforts to provide a cohesive curriculum from grade to grade focus on 
different areas from year to year. This year, considerable progress was made in 
the area of Language Arts. Another focus at Maple Street School is the develop- 
ment of interdisciplinary units which enable teachers to teach several subjects 
related to a specific theme. Examples include the “Shaker’’ unit in Grade 4, 
“The Merrimack, A River of Change’’ in Grade 5, ‘‘Canada’’ in Grade 6, and 
the participation of the entire school in a week of interdisciplinary instruction 
dedicated to “WINTER”. 


Now in its third year, the Hopkinton Middle School is a school unto itself. 
Located on the fifth floor of the High School building, it follows its own 
schedule, with its own teachers and a curriculum which emphasizes interdisci- 
plinary learning, understanding of oneself and one’s peers, and community 
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service. An important part of the Middle School curriculum is “Home Based 
Advisory’? which combines health education, service to the elderly, and con- 
sumer education with discussions on current events and adolescent issues. 


This fall, seventh graders conducted a very successful interdisciplinary unit 
called USA Tour to which they invited parents and friends. The well-known 
Immigrant Unit for 8th graders has expanded as a result of the receipt of a grant 
from the Apple Library of Tomorrow. Written by Larry Bickford and Shelley 
Lochhead, this grant has provided computers, scanners, and software which will 
allow students to venture into distant libraries (Boston and elsewhere) to scan 
primary-source materials on Irish immigration. 


This year, the team concept of teaching and curriculum development has 
extended into the 9th grade. Under the leadership of Diana Morin, the Ninth 
Grade Team of six teachers and their students studied the life and times of 
Amadeus Mozart. The culmination of this unit was Mozart night at the High 
School. The next interdisciplinary unit to be sponsored by the Ninth Grade 
Team will revolve around the life and times of Columbus. Next fall, a culmi- 
nating festival will take place to help us celebrate the quincentennial of the 
discovery of America. 


The High School continues to offer strong academic and unified arts pro- 
grams, emphasizing the development of well rounded students who are prepared 
for further education in whatever area may be their career choice. Mr. Hamil- 
ton, our guidance counselor, reports that 75% of our graduating seniors were 
accepted to college last spring, with 15% being accepted by early decision. 
Most attend out of state colleges. These students were awarded over $30,000 
in local scholarships. We are truly grateful to the citizens of Hopkinton for 
their support. Students who do not enter college immediately after graduation, 
enter the workforce, travel in a foreign country, or serve in the armed forces. 


Supplemental Programs 


In difficult economic times as these, classroom teachers and administrators 
are grateful for the support of parents in helping to finance field trips which 
supplement student course work. These field trips are crucial because they 
allow students to complement their classroom learning with experiential oppor- 
tunities. 


Students and teachers take full advantage of living in New Hampshire. 
Science classes explore our natural wonders, social studies classes relive history 
and take part in national politics, language arts classes attend local theatre, and 
middle and high school mathematics students travel throughout the state to win 
math meet after math meet under the direction of David Kent and Nancy Calder. 


Annual field trips for Harold Martin students were highlighted this year by 
an entire school trip to attend a performance of Babes In Toyland. Maple Street 
School continues annual field trips with those that are community based being 
among the best. Examples include the star watch and hawk watch on Gould hill, 
pond studies at Kimball pond and waste management at the Hopkinton Sewage 
Treatment plant. 
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In addition to local and regional field trips, the High School offers our 
students opportunities to travel and live abroad. Our long standing relationship 
with a high school in Germany continues and we have developed a similar ex- 
change with a school in Russia. Trips are also being planned for Spain, Montreal 
and St. Donat. 


We are grateful to guests, such as parents, community members, and repre- 
sentatives of organizations, who share their expertise with our students. Newly 
established this year was a partnership between Sylvania engineers and some of 
the Maple Street staff, working together to increase our students’ understanding 
and appreciation of technology. The success of this endeavor illustrates the 
benefits of such school and business partnerships. We look forward to increasing 
K-12 involvement in such partnerships in the future. 


The Hopkinton High School athletic program continues to involve close to 
70% of our students in interscholastic play. Last winter, the Girls’ Ski Team 
won the division title, and in the spring, the Girls’ Softball Team won its sixth 
state Class M championship. Girls’ Field Hockey and Boys’ Basketball also made 
tournament play, winning up to the semifinal games. Probably the greatest 
honor bestowed upon our athletic program is the fact that many of our athletes 
have been recognized as individuals by colleges which have granted them scholar- 
ships for their successes on high school teams. None of this would have been 
possible without the support for our athletics program by the people of Hop- 
kinton. We are especially grateful to HYSA and the Community Center for 
programs for younger children, and to our wonderful coaches who have given 
so much of their time to our students. Thanks also to the very active Booster 
Club for the money they raise to subsidize our program. 


Our commitment to unify the Hopkinton School District as we form a 
single district SAU will continue throughout the coming years. We look forward 
to the ongoing work of the K-12 Science Committee (comprised of staff mem- 
bers from all three schools, the School Board, community members and ad- 
ministration) as an example of this commitment. While meetings among teachers 
in Harold Martin and Maple Street, and Maple Street and the Middle School 
will continue, we look for ways to increase communication and interaction 
among the staffs of the three schools. 


In closing, we would like to try to thank all who contribute to making our 
schools special: the many guest speakers and those who welcome our visitations 
to their facilities; the members of the PTO who, among many other things, 
completed a three year playground project and coordinated volunteers; the 
Police Department, and the DARE program; the parents who demonstrate con- 
tinued interest in and support of our endeavors; the members of the School 
Board, who take their responsibilities very seriously and, finally, the truly 
outstanding support personnel and teaching staff whose dedication is beyond 
description.

Stevens for his long term committment to Environmental Studies, and Stefanie 
Covatis our most improved student of the year received our $200 Savings Bond 
Award. Congratulations to both. We hope to have our scholarship and award be 
an annual presentation at the Hopkinton High School Awards night. 


In September we put in the final piece of equipment at the Maple Street 
School playground. The playgrounds at Harold Martin and Maple Street, an 
effort which began in 1987, show the true spirit of community and we wish to 
thank all of you who participated in these projects. Through the efforts of so 
many our children now have a unique and challenging place to play. 


Noreen Imgrund and Sandy Fisher co-chaired our membership committee 
this year. We have over 120 family memberships in our PTO. The membership 
dues are a substantial part of our budget. 


One of the most exciting challenges of the PTO this year has been brought 
about through the efforts of Sue Ellen Barker and Lori Feller, our Volunteer 
Coordinators. They have been working with the Principals and teachers and have 
been doing a tremendous job of organizing our volunteers. During this time of 
budget cuts many tasks could not be done without the help of volunteers.

REPORT OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL MEETING 
HOPKINTON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
MARCH 16, 1991 


In accordance with the duly posted warrant of the Hopkinton School 
District, Moderator Charles E. Dibble called the annual meeting of the District 
to order at 9:07 a.m. on March 16, 1991, at the Hopkinton High School gym- 
nasium. 


The Moderator announced the results of the School District elections as 
follows: elected to the School Board for three-year terms, John Hastings and 
James Fredyma; elected as Clerk for a one-year term, Linda Leonard; elected 
as Treasurer for a one-year term, Douglas Brown; and elected as Moderator 
for a one-year term, Charles Dibble. 


The Moderator discussed the procedural running of the meeting and indi- 
cated that a vote could be reconsidered at any point during the meeting until 
the meeting is adjourned. 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda, Chairman of the School Board, 
who honored the memories of former members of the school district who have 
died this past year, namely, Elaine Loiselle, Mike Kealey, Malcolm Purington, 
and Donald Clarke. Mr. Coda also announced that all Hopkinton High School 
graduates who are serving in Operation Desert Storm are reported safe. Mr. 
Coda then introduced the members of the school Board. 


The Moderator recognized Suzanne Armstrong, the new superintendent 
of SAU 24 who addressed the meeting and introduced the SAU staff. 


The Moderator again recognized Arnold Coda who gave a history of Hop- 
kinton School District meetings. He spoke about the quality of our present 
educational system highlighting the past year’s endeavors and accomplishments 
including David Tilley’s space shuttle program at Harold Martin School; Larry 
Bickford and Ty Houston’s Immigrant Project in the middle school; and the 
choice of Gwennie Peters at Maple Street School by the State Board of Educa- 
tion as one /of the four finalists for New Hampshire Teacher of the Year. He 
quoted Henry Brooks Adams as saying: “A teacher affects eternity. He can 
never tell where his influence stops.’’ He challenged the meeting: ‘Through our 
teachers and our children, let us always continue to affect eternity.” 


ARTICLE 1 
The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following mo- 
tion, seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District approve the reports of 


agents, auditors and committees as printed in the 1990 Annual Report. 


Ed Leadbeater asked \for assurance that the warrant printed on pages S4 and 
S5 of the report was the final, signed warrant for the meeting. Mr. Coda pro- 
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vided that assurance. Jeff Donohoe asked why on page S15 there was a state- 
ment of revenue of the budget v. actual revenue, however, nowhere in the 
Report is there a statement of expenditures, budget v. actual, and further 
recommended that such a statement be included in future years. 


There being no further discussion on the Article, the Moderator called for 
a voice vote and declared that Article 1 passed. 


ARTICLE 2 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following mo- 
tion, seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District vote to authorize the 
School Board to choose any agents, auditors or committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in the warrant. 


There being no discussion or amendment on the Article, the Moderator 
called for a voice vote and declared that Article 2 passed. 


ARTICLE 3 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following motion, 
seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District vote to establish the salaries 
of the School Board and the compensation for any other elected officers or 
agents of the District as follows: School Board, $3,800 divided as follows — 
Chairperson, $800, other school board members, $750; District Clerk, $75; 
Treasurer, $2,300; Moderator, $75; Auditors, $4,750, for a total of $11,000. 


There being no discussion or amendment on the Article, the Moderator 
called for a voice vote and declared that Article 3 passed. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following mo- 
tion, seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,955,199 (five million, nine hundred fifty-five thou- 
sand, one hundred ninety-nine dollars) for the support of schools, for the 
payment of salaries for the School District officials and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the District. 


Mr. Coda explained the process by which the Board arrived at the proposed 
budget figure. He stated the budget represents a 5.3% increase over the current 
year’s budget. He recognized the major concern of many individuals over the 
Board’s elimination of Home Economics and Chemistry II from the curriculum 
and thus funding for same from this budget. He assured the meeting that there 
would be no loss of accreditation by dropping these courses, and that the 
Board did not foresee any problem with State approval. He announced that on 
the revenue side, Hopkinton is losing all State foundation aid because the per 
capita income of our residents eliminates Hopkinton from eligibility for state 
aid under the State’s formula. However, he noted that with regard to the amount 
budgeted for the teachers’ retirement fund, a substantial amount was budgeted 
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based on the projection that the rates were due to increase substantially. How- 
ever, he announced that just a few days before this meeting, the Governor 
signed a bill which reduced that increase by a fair amount. As a result, there is 
$63,968 in the proposed budget which will no longer be required by the re- 
tirement fund. However, the Board is leaving those funds in the proposed budget 
before the meeting this date because there are a number of items which had to 
be cut from the budget, and the Board wants the opportunity to determine 
whether or not some or all of those items should be reinstated through use of 
those funds. The Board has not yet had the time or opportunity to determine, 
in conjunction with recommendations from the administration, exactly what . 
will be done with these funds. 


A lengthy discussion ensued on the pros and cons of cutting Home Eco- 
nomics and Chemistry II from the curriculum, which discussion encompassed 
whether or not the meeting should leave the $63,968 no longer needed for the 
retirement fund in the budget or cut it from the bottom line, and if left, how it 
should be used. Jeff Donohoe spoke regarding his perception of the Board’s 
ineffective use of money and moved to amend Article 4 by reducing the total 
budget of $5,955,199 by $63,900, thereby making the bottom line $5 891,299. 
His motion to amend was seconded by Jack Prewitt. 


Beverly Grenert spoke against the amendment and recommended to the 
Board that it use the $63,968 to reinstate the home economics program. Her 
articulate presentation received a resounding round of applause from the 
meeting. 


Many people questioned whether they could direct the Board’s spending 
of the $63,900 if it were left in the budget. The Moderator stated that the 
meeting could only give the Board a sense of its wishes. Mr. Coda stated that if 
the money were left in the budget, the School Board would then have the 
opportunity to review what to do with that money including, possibly, putting 
back the home economics program. However, he and other board members 
stated throughout the discussion in response to many similar questions that 
the Board had no sense at the present moment as to how this money would be 
allocated. The Board stated there were many cuts made from round one of the 
budget process to keep the proposed budget increase down. The Board will 
have to set priorities in using this money if it is left in the budget. 


Dick Lord asked how much would be saved by cutting home economics 
and Mr. Coda responded that the salary and benefits amounted to $45,000. 
Bev Grenert asked how much would be saved by cutting Chemistry II and how 
much was cut from the physical education program. Mr. Coda responded the 
savings in salary and benefits for science were $45,068 and the savings in salary 
and benefits in the physical education cuts were $36,305. Elizabeth Collins, 
George Camp, and Perry Hayden spoke in support of the amendment. Gerta 
Bender, Doreen Stern-Gordon, and Mary Bender spoke against it. 


There being no further discussion, the Moderator called for a voice vote on 


Mr. Donohoe’s amendment to reduce the budget by $63,900. The Moderator 
declared that it appeared the amendment failed. George Camp questioned the 
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call of the vote and requested a standing vote. It was obvious on the standing 
vote that the nays outnumbered the ayes, and Mr. Camp waived the counting 
of the negative votes and withdrew his request for a standing vote. Therefore, 
the call of the Moderator was sustained , and the amendment to the Article failed. 


There being no further discussion or amendment on the main Article, the 
Moderator called for a voice vote, declaring that Article 4, as originally pre- 
sented, passed. 


ARTICLE 5 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following motion, 
seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $15 000 (fifteen thousand dollars) to be added to the Capital Reserve 
Fund as established at the March 1990 Annual School District Meeting for the 
purpose of boiler replacement at the Maple Street School, and that the District 
designate the School Board as agents to expend from this fund without further 
action of the District. 


David Feller asked if Warrant Articles 5 & 6 represented the same $65,000 
on Line 5250 of the budget. Gerry Adams asked if there was already $15,000 
in a Capital Reserve Fund for this boiler project, and Mr. Coda responded affirm- 
atively to both questions. Mr. Adams then inquired if the project cost less than 
$30,000, what would happen to the excess. Mr. Coda responded that any excess 
would revert back to the town. 


There being no further discussion or amendment on the Article, the Mod- 
erator called for a voice vote and declared that Article 5 passed. 


ARTICLE 6 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following motion, 
seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District vote to establish a General 
Contingency Fund to meet the cost of unanticipated expenses that may arise 
during the year and to raise and appropriate $50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) 
to be placed in this fund. 


There being no discussion or amendment on the Article, the Moderator 
called for a voice vote. The Moderator, being unclear about the outcome of 
the vote, called for a second voice vote, following which he declared that it 
appeared the Article had passed. There being no objection, he declared that 
Article 6 passed. 


ARTICLE 7 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following motion, 
seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move that the District raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund 
established at the March 1990 Annual School District Meeting, under RSA 35:1 
for the purposes of reconstructing and equipping the science laboratory facilities 
at Hopkinton High School. 
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Jeff Donohoe asked why an expanded science lab was necessary if Chem- 
istry II is being dropped. Mr. Coda responded that this is not an expansion of 
the lab but a renovation of 40-year-old facilities which no longer meet the 
necessary codes (i.e., electrical, ventilation, etc.). Janet Krzyzaniak asked what 
the total cost would be, and Mr. Coda responded $200,000. Joy Bloomfield 
asked why it cost so much, and Mr. Coda responded that essentially the lab 
would be completely rebuilt and refurbished, and that all adds up. 


There being no further discussion or amendment on the Article, the Mod- 
erator called for a voice vote and declared that Article 7 passed. 


ARTICLE 8 


The Moderator recognized Arnold Coda who offered the following motion, 
seconded by Jim Fredyma: I move the District vote to authorize the School 
Board to apply for, accept and expend without further action of the School 
District meeting, money from any source which becomes available during the 
fiscal year upon the following conditions: 


a. The money must be used for the legal purposes for which the School 
District can appropriate money. 

b. The School Board must hold a public hearing on the action taken. 

c. It shall not require the expenditure of additional School District funds. 


This action is taken pursuant to the authority of RSA 198:20-b, or to take 
any other action in relation thereto. 


There being no discussion or amendment on the Article, the Moderator 
called for a voice vote and declared that Article 8 passed. 


ARTICLE 9 


The Moderator announced that the final Article was to transact any other 
business that may legally come before the meeting. 


Bill Grenert asked that in the future the Town Report be printed by a 
New Hampshire firm, not an out-of-state firm. 


Marshall Moyer suggested equalization of annual salary increases for all 
Town employees. 


A discussion was held regarding the projected population figures for the 
Town. Rick Schafer, Jim Superi, and Arnold Coda spoke to the issue. 


Gerry Adams suggested that handouts regarding the budget be disbursed 
prior to the meeting, if possible, to allow voters to read and digest the informa- 
tion being presented. 
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Mike Bewersdorf asked why the Board had proceeded to break from SAU 
24 and form our own SAU without further input from the Town. Mr. Coda 
responded to the question and further stated that the Board feels it can provide 
better educational services to the children of the town with our own SAU. 


Kathy Donohoe encouraged voters to attend upcoming School Board 
meetings to make known their wishes on the spending of the $63,968 excess 
in the budget. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, Jeff Donohoe 
moved the meeting be adjourned, seconded by Marsh Moyer. All in favor. 
The Moderator declared the meeting adjourned at 11:04 am.

Article 8. The grader was due to be replaced last year but we 
delayed for a year because one of the ambulances had to be replaced 
due to significant mechanical problems. To delay the grader 
purchase would result in spending a large amount on repairs and the 
loss of a substantial trade-in value. 


Article 11. We are required to update the Master Plan at least 
every five years. The Plan was rewritten in 1987 and now is the 
time to update it with the 1990 census statistics. 


Article 12. We propose this article because of. safety concerns 
voiced to us by the Police and Fire Departments. They are having 
increasing difficulty in pinpointing the location of many emergency 
calls due to a lack of adequate street addresses. Unlike the 
several re-numberings dictated to us by the U.S. Postal Service, 
this one will be based on logic, and will be permanent. The Fire 
Department, in conjunction with our mapping company will identify 
and number each house and potential house lot. 

An efficient street numbering system will allow for faster 
response by emergency services to those in need. It will also 
allow the town to participate in the proposed state-wide Enhanced 
911 (E911) system. This system allows operators to pinpoint the 
location of an emergency through a phone call to the E911 system.

The following is an explanation of the 1992 town warrant as 
presented to you by the Hopkinton Board of Selectmen - Robert 
Greer, Toni Gray and John Prewitt. 


In preparing the town budget, we have been acutely aware of the 
difficult economic times in which we live. We have tried to 
minimize the tax impact on the residents without compromising 
essential services. The capital expenditures we propose are ones 
we believe should be made now. To delay these expenditures would 
mean, in some instances, high repair costs now, and for each 
proposal higher purchase costs in the future. 


Article 6. This section of Briar Hild “Road is in <a very poor 
state. Continuing drainage problems erode any temporary repairs we 
can do. This road is one of the most heavily traveled in town and 
requires major construction of the road and installation of an 
efficient drainage system.
